He Says He Will Come Oat Ahead iu 
His Controversy Witu the 
Bailroads. 



He WiU Soon Have Matters Tangled 
Up as Badly as 
Ever. 



CiiiOAcio, July 16 — Preaidont Dtls of the 
American l^ailway Union still claims to bo 
certain of coming out ahead in his Cfiht with 
tho railwaya. Directors Goodwin and 
Hogan of tho American Riilway Union left 
to day to begin the work of organization in 
the Korthwost und the country v/at of the 
Mississippi. There are now eight organiz- 
ers out. " Our policy," auid Mr. Debs, " is 
to Ucep theue organizers with the men, bo 
that the strikers will not weaken. Wo 
have everything solid west of the Misflia- 
sippi ; that is our strong point. I claim 
that as long aa wo have tmllic alopul at any 
one point wo have not yet lost the fight. It 
io as if you stop the flow of blood in an 
artery — you stop the circulation in tho 
vvliole ayBlom." 

" l!ut evcryLhinp iiotina to bo running 
amootlily on the dillorent road», doea it 
not?" Mr. Dehawaa aaked. 

" Oh well," admitted tho labor leader, 
" tho paapenger huaineas in and out la being 
IrnnRacted fnirly wall, but there are uo 
freighta moving at all, and that ia where we 
have tho beat of thtiii ; that is where wo 
expected to cripple tho enemy." 

At the depots Mr. Dobs' statement that 
freight trudic is paralj zed, ia not by any 
means borne out.

Judications of a Rise in Value, From a 
Variety of Canaes— Visible Supply 
Largely Decreased. 

CmcAao, July 16. — When the wheat 
market opened to-day everything favored 
the bulls, but before tho day waa over the 
buyers of thu early hours wore seeking to 
unload.

Around the opening there was a decidedly 
good feeling coming from the large dcoreaao 
in tho amount of ocean pasaago (1, 1 !)2,000 
buahelt), from an advance at Liverpool and 
from tho continued hot weather in tho 
Northwest, with little, if any, indicationa of 
rain.

British Columbia Section of the C. F 
R. Must Be Flood-Proof-The 
Strike Discussed. 



Vancouver, July 16 — (Special) -Sir 
William C. Van Horno is in the ci'y. He 
had nothing to say of importance when in- 
terviewed, but uxplainod that the trip was 
one of inspection, aa he had wished to see 
for himaclf what damage had been done by 
the floods. The company were determined 
to render tho track of the C.P.K. in Britiah 
Columbia llood-proof ut any cost. Ho high- 
ly praised tho loyalty of the oflioials in their 
recent troubles ; in their doaire to do their 
duty they had not spared themselves or 
thought of their own comfort. The demor- 
alization of trallio by many cauai^a had ao 
aluunkon the receipts as to prevent the car- 
rying on of many works that would have 
been otherwise proceeded with thia season. 
Tho year was not one of promise, though it 
pricea of whoat ran aomowhat higher a large 
wheat crop would help nialtere out. 

Tho oaino engine that brought in Presi- 
dent Van Horno and hia party was attached 
to tho ollicialoar of President J. J. Hill, of 
the G.N.R , and the groat railway magnate 
waa an occupant. Tho run without change 
of enginoB was 2,000 niiloH, the longest 
without chttDgo over tho United States 
roads. 

Preaidont Hill, of the Groat Northern, 
says that the present strike haa not aireoted 
the St. Paul lines, so hia has escaped. Tho 
interruptions of traffic by Hoods had not 
been long. He considers the strike virtu* 
ally over, and aays that the managers' as-

THE FATHERLAND. 

Ueiiioiistrutlou in Kavor of UlBiuttrck— Tli(i 
Beer Boycott— To Exclude Cholera- 
Imperial Army Uovements. 

Berlin, July 15. — Adelberb Ferdinand, 
third son of the Emperor William, cele- 
brated hia tenth birthday to-day by his 
formal entrance into tho imporial army, tho 
youugator in kniekerbockera becoming u 
colonel of tho famoua Uhlan ref^iineut. The 
entrance was marked by ceren.onioH of con- 
sidorublo pomp, and to-night tho rogiinont 
had a grand bancjuet in celebration of the 
event. 

Prinoo Biamurck, who ia viaiting hia ann 
Herbert at Sohoenhauson, looka feeblo, und 
is not Inclined to take active exercise or long 
journeys. Ho is oxpootud hero on Momlay 
and an immense demonatration Is in propar- 
tion. 

The Hamburger Naobriohten makes the 



anti-anarchist agitation the aubjoot of the 
most virulent attack npon ChanooUor von 
Caprivi ever seen. The Kreatz Zeitantf also 
attacks General Caprivi aa " the obaaoellor 
of the Social Democrats. 

The Gentrfaib party is furious ad tho 
bundearath'a rejeotion of the teiohatag'a 
bill to repeal the anti^Jeault law, and 
threatens the government with all kinds of 
retaliation at the next session of the reioh- 
stag. The Cathollo oongross at its session 
in Angnat will decide upon thu general 
attitude of the Centrist party in view of the 
action just taken by the bundesratb. 

The boyoott begun by the eooialisbs 
against oertain breweries is waged as_ wildly 
aa over. The authorttios are aselstiofT tho 
broweriea, but have removed the prohi- 
bition against the soldiers visiting beer 
gardens frequented by eocialigts. Tho 
gardens which moatly aoll boycotted boar 
have boen doaortod by tho aooialiata for 
places where unboycotted boor alono ia 
aerved, but the former are ateadily diminish- 
ing in numbers. All tho breweries of North 
(iermany uro fornung a loaguo to light the 
aucialista. 

Strict meaaurea are being Laken on tho 
frontiers of Germany to excludo cholera 
from tho country, and ao far ihoy have 
been successful. Six caaca wore found 
on tho Vistula river between War- 
saw und Dautzic during tho puat w'cek. 
The Hamburg aonate bus forbidden the 
holding of the uauul August fair, aa a mea- 
Buro of precaution against tho poaaible in- 
troduction of cholera into that city. Salea- 
men and olhera who uauallV attend thia 
fair have united with the view of holding 
tho senate reaponsiblo for the pecuniary losa 
winch they will auller aa the reauH of thia 
order. 

The annual macicuvring on the I'oliah 
frontier will bo of unusual inloreat. All 
the men engaged will be of tho claaa hav- 
ing leaa than two yeara' aorvico. Thua tho 
occasion will bo a teat for tho men enrolled 
under the urniy law of 1893. Emperor 
William haa decided, againaC tho advico of 
many prominent generals, to reintroduce 
the light bayonet which the infantry car- 
ried attached to tbd riiio upon all occaaiona, 
except upon march. Since tho introduction 
of quiok firing guna bayonet charees have 
been regarded as almost obsolete. Emperor 
William's visit to England with the object 
of witnesaiog the more important of tho 
South of England yaobting regattas will be 
of an unimportuit nature. There will be no 
otBoial re tiona. 



MAiilNE MOVEMENTS. 

TLe " Warrimoo " luaiiffurates Her 
Second Year on the Koute Under 
Especially Favorable Auspices. 

More Freight UiTeriiijr Thau Can Be 
Accepted-Salmon for South 
Aiiiei'icui. 



On the aevonth outward voyage, having 
left here for tho first time juat one year 
ago, the steamer Warrimoo, with C. £. 
Bird, R.N. R , in command, arrived at the 

outer wharf from Vancouver early yester- 
day afternoon. Beaidea it being hor firat 
trip in the second year tho Warrimoo'a pas- 
sage thia time ia notable for tho largest 
freitjbt yet shipped South on any steamer 
of the line. At Vancouver ahe left several 
hundred tons of cargo, while »t Victoria 
only the moat important freight waa 
uccopted, and tho rest including 
oonsidorublo Sound cargo having to bo held 
over for another vessel. That which she 
loaded at Victoria, however, Waa made up 
principally of naval atores being forwarded 
to Honolulu for II. M. S. Champion and 
(iurnet, being significant probably of tho 
warships' early return to I'^quimalt. The 
Warrimoo'a cargo as a whole is iimcli the 
san.o aa that taken by her on previous Iripa, 
machinery from Toronto, lime froin Texaiia 
island, and B. C. lumber uml canned aalmou 
forming the greater portion. Due, no 
doubt, to a great extent to tho present rail- 
road troublea in the United Statea the 
ship'a first saloon passenger list waa 
comparatively small, it being ua followa : 
Mr. C. C. liallentync, Victoria ; Dr. Brodie, 
Honolulu ; Mr. Flphinatono and Miaa Kl- 
phinstono, London ; Mr. Joaeph Fuller, 
Honolulu ; Mr. T. H. Goodnianaon, Chica- 
go ; Mr. (j. H. Gardiner and Mr. K. Carr 
Horden, London ; Lieut. Martin and wife, 
Honolulu ; Mr. D. W. Mein, Mrn.

LoNOOK, Jnly 15. — The now Chinose min- 
iate', Kinigto Jon, wlio Ima nrrived in Ijon- 
don, avows the (leairo of (ho Uhlneao gov- 
ernment to avoid tt coLiliot with Jupun. 'i'iio 
Japanese minister exproaaed eimilur soiui- 
montB on bobaU of his government. Tlio 
opinion of tbe foreiK° ofiioe is that war be- 
tween China and Japan has been averted, 
but at the aamo time if ilie two countries! 
aru aucurmiuti; !o fight Great lirituiu can- 
not allow Kusuia to intervene in the strug- 
gle without oppoailion Lord Kiniborly 
fuvora rt neutraliz ilion of the Corean treaty 
so fur aa regards tho porta of Chemulpo, 
Fuaan and Woenaau, wur or no war. 

Mr. Glmlatono hud luUlreaaed a letter, 
piuhotic in tone, to Sir (ieorgo Kunaell, 
M.l'., on the occaBion of the death of 
the lattor'a father, L'jrd Cliarlea Husacll. 

In couGe(|uenco of nunieroua complaints of 
imnioralitiea at a maaaago establiahnient iu 
the Weat End, the police have inatiiuttd a 
secret inquiry into tho niaiter, wiUi the 
result of discovering that the buaioeaa of 
" massage " was a mere oloak for huudoa of 
" aooommodation." Some of these houaca 
have already been raided and their buainoaa 
stopped, and against pothers proof juatify- 
ing their olosiog have been obtained, hut 
ti" fortunately it Itaa not been obtained in a 
It. gal way. The evidence against these 
houoca ie atrong, but theirnefarious basiness 
is aafidy puarded at every point. The 
British Sledical Journal has denouuced these 
tctndats and in a forcihlo article has aaserted 
that ladies of good social position have in 
reaponae to the allurint; advertiaemonta fre- 
quented the rooms of these so-called maa- 
sage esbablishments where tho youog niaa- 
sageurs have boon employed. The matter 
has become so notorious that tho Medical 
Journal says that if the police cinuot sup- 
press it an aaauoiation ought to be formed to 
put it down. 

Tho conference of tho international [i;dtr- 
aliou for the atiito abolition of vice wol- 
conied Dr. Ivato liuahnoU and Mm. Wheeler 
and proaentfd th(Mn with albums and illum- 
inated addreases in recognition of their ser- 
vices in ludid. Three ailtingaof the confer- 
eneo discuaaed the (juealinn how to wipe out 
the burrowa in the lluyinarket and I'iooa- 
dilly. Tho meeting hall was thronged 
nightly with loose men and women. The 
oouferonco also discussed tho rjii('atiin\ of re- 
form of tho Cantonment Lyoneaae ayatem in 
India. Resolutions were carried agaiuat 
any form of state regulation of vice ; in 
other works, favoring a policy of laiestz 
fairo. 

Er-Judge Moran, of Chicago, the bearer 
of a draft for five thousand dollars to be 
applied to the purposes ol the Irish niembors 
-at the approaohing general eleotionB, will 
be given a hearty reception by tlie members 
of the Irish party in tne house. Consider- 
able satisfaction is expressed over the fact 
that the Chicagoans have not forgotten the 
necessities of the home rule party, although 
considerable surprise is manifeated that the 
other large cities of the country have not 
been beard from, 

Ella Oilieapie, the nuree who waa recently 
convicted on several charges of groas and 
persistent cruelty to the little children of 
the Hackney poor bouse and sentenced to 
five years' penal servitude in Wokine, has 
been aaaigned to tho hardest labor and 
drudgery in the inatitution. 

Reports of the terrible bluok plague now 
raging in China contain some horrible de- 
tuila. It ia aaid that the diaeaae is due aololy 
to the filth in whinh tho poorer Chineae live 
and the want of water. Tho CTneternation 
among the inhabitants ia very great. The 
number of caaea and deatha have increased 
day by day. There ia great diliiculty in 
procuring coolies to remove tho dead to the 
cemetery, and British ollioera have them- 
Bulvea frequently had to place the blackened 
corpses in the coffins. Many of tho Cliineae 
sick also strongly objected to being taken to 
tho hospitals. The natives do littio to help 
themselves, and e jutine their tll'orta to parad- 
ing the streets night and day carrying jnasea, 
firing off crackers and burning joss sticks to 
propitiate the malignant deities of tbe pea- 
tilenee. At Canton the plague is raging 
fiercely. The viceroy, the governor, and 
all tbe chief ofBolals of the place have pui)- 
licly oCTered aaorifioe to the evil spirits in 
the hope of staying the ravages of tbe pesti- 
lence. Ooe feature of tho visitation is that 
the malady attacks animals, and tbe bodies 
of 21,000 rats have been collected and 
buried. A striking story of tbe virulence 
of the disease is told by a native p^per. lo 
one hoose u family of eight persona died, 
apfl th " IV ^u>vivor waa a girl. A thief 
lii i.Ue " .f.e hi iH.. in Ri'arch of iiluniiur, 
■-(•(1 that lie oould take 
|iliico if ho wonhl go und 
. latioriB V, ith I he money 
;.;ivi^ hiiii. When the 
thief returned, having ordered tho oelhaa, 
he found the girl dead, and be himself fell a 
vletirn to tbe plague while ransacking the 
house.

MINING AND AGEICDLTDRE. 

To THE Editou:— In looking over the re- 
port of the Board of Trade,! waa atrucU with 
the reports on mining, railways and agricul- 
ture. 

From the first of these it Is evident that 
the board have recognizad the faut that 
miniog is one of the foremost industries of 
the province, and in tbe report on agricul- 
ture mention ia made of the industry not 
having progreasad as favorably as might 
have beeu hoped. Various reasons are as- 
signed, among others tbeostof transporta- 
tion, owing to the distance trom the cen- 
tres of ccnaumption. 

The prosecution of mining and tho open- 
ing up of mines would bo a gri;al factor in 
the n;;riculturo of the province, enabling 
the f,n iiier lo got a good price for hia pro- 
duolB at the various mining c imps, Ihue 
ninlilng it unnecesnary to transport his pro 
duel an inordinate diatanee, while it would 
also a great assiatanuo to railways, wiiioii 
would curry machinery, Bup[)lieH, elc, to the 
mines. Looking at the matter in thia light, 
ono tuny reaBonal)ly cnnclude that mining in 
the niortt important of our natural renoutcea. 
■Such being the easc^, it would he well to 
have a special di^imi tnienl separalu and difi- 
tincl, and as therii ia understooi to ho a 
portfofio at the ilinpoa il of the Premier, it 
couM, I venture to thiek, he advantagoouH- 
ly banded to a ininisiur of mines and 
mining. Should ihia, however, bo 
deemed ton progressive at present — though 
I scarcely think we can ho too progroBsive 
with audi a field for enlorprise as e.'ciata in 
IJ C. — there should ho a bureau of mining, 
whore all tho latest reliable particulars and 
information from tho various partn of the 
province should be available for thooe deair- 
ing auoh information. This oould easily be 



got from the various gold commissioners and 
mining rnoordera at tlio diirarent points, and 
would be n ready ^ri'l convenient manner in 
which anyone e 'tild procure the information 
diiaired, iuutead of aa now, having to trust 
to reports in the nowapapora, or ha))hazjrd 
reporia and rumora. it would be, besides, 
a convenience to tlio government to have all 
the information from the ndning diatriuta 
regularly poated, thus posting them at a 
glauco as to tbe progress of tho industry 
throughout tho pi-ovince. Of tho precious 
metals mined, gold haa contributed by far 
tho largoat amount and it will continue to 
do ao, for rich aa tho Kootenaya undoubtedly 
are in oilvor tho position of ailver dooa not 
givo hnpea of any permanent improvement, 
so wc must look to our gold mining diatricts 
nioro oloBo'y than we have done. In the 
report very little ia said about copper ; thia 
is another mineral that ia well worth keep- 
ing before us.

.JAMES BAY lAIPKOVElIENT. 

To TiiK Kditou : — The aohemen for tho 
improvement of Janiea bay have ao far boon 
thrown out on account of their oxcoasivo 
costliness, and the bay remains a standing 
menace to the public health and a diagraoo 
lo the city, but it uppears to me that much 
might ho done ut a comparatively ainall 
figure iu a way which would speedily do 
away with the unsanitary condition of the 
bay, and gradually lill it up for building or 
other purposes ; I will explain my idea as 
hrii fly aa posaiblo while holding myself pro- 
pared to enter iulo delaila if required. 
Firs', build a wall of auch [material as may 
bo deemed suitable clear across the bay, in- 
flide or outside or underneath the present 
bridge, the otrength need not be very great 
unless it be desired to build a bridge on the 
top of it ; lot this wall bo to commence with 
siy two feet in height above tbe present 
mud be I, the tides will each day overflow 
this wall and change the water, which at 
low tides will remain in the bay dammed 
book by the wall ; the presence of this water 
in the bay will not materially interfere with 
tbe dumping in of earth, atones, rui)bi6h 
and the mud brought up by 'he dredger 
when ongnged within reaaonable dielance, 
the dump material will not be carried out to 
aea by receding tides, it will be spread over 
the bay and retained by the wall ; when the 
bay baa been filled to a height of two feet, 
add another two feet to tho wall and con- 
tinue the duiiipiiig and wall build- 
ing until tho made soil has reached 
a height of say - ft. above spring lido level. 
Provision would have to bo made for carry- 
ing ell the drainage from the swampa and 
meadowa between tno head of laiiits buy 
and Ross l),iy, and this would be best eHic[- 
od by a Wnter-way or largo bore drain along 
ihe north sliorc of Jainen bay, which would 
at tiie same time carry olF the pestilential 
aewerago with which thai aide of tho bay ia 
delugeii daily. Tho entire apace inside the 
wall liaving been filled up to tho iieight of 
S!>y - ft. above spring tide levol, and the 
height of the roadway of the future Jamea 
bay bridge being accurately determined, 
building lota might he sold ; buildera would 
utilize the ditrarenco of level between the 
nowly-mado aoil and the roadwaj' for cellars 
and general storage, shops and oliicee al)ovo, 
with boarded and gravelled streets and 
alleywaya 118 in Aetoria. Tho waterway or 
saworalonfj the north shore would aasist in 
making a deep water channel out into tho 
harbor along which a wharf might bo built 
to enable small veasela to discharge cargo. 
The cost of the above echome n.ight be 
spread over a number of years, but the un- 
savory condition of James bay would bo 
done away with as soon as a wall .'! or 1 ft. 
high had boon built acroEii it, preventing 
the salt Water from running out and leaving 
expoBod tho fetid mud at the bottom. I 
have heard it said that lot owners having 
water frontago would demand compsosatiou 
for tbe loss of it. I don't think this argument 
should hold good ; ibe rioketty atate of the 
shantiea on the north abore of tbe bay provea 
that rents muat be exceedingly amali, and 
how anyone can exist in them la a myatory. 
Tbe value for leasing gurposes of these lota 
would be greatly enhanced if tbe poisonous 
bay were done away with. H. M. D.

Now if this is not boycotting the old 
soldier and pensioner I don't know what 
name to give it. The above act passed by 
congress in 1803 compels the pen- 
aioners to live in the United States or be 
lioycotted and lose tbeirrjust rights. Many 
old pension soldiers who served iu tbe Mex- 
ican war and the war of 1861 as Union 
i-oldiera have had their pension papers for 
years yet they must be boycotted and loao 
their pcnsioos because they don't reside in 
the United States. For my part I cannot 
possibly see why thia should be, how a 
proud nation like the United States of 
America can be guilty of treating old worn 
out soldiers in such a manner.

ill LIT AMY DISGIPLINB. 

A good deal baa been said and written 

about the BuapeneioD of Adjutant-General 
I'owell. It seems to bo generally admitted 
that i\l ijur-Goneral Herbert acted hastily 
and arbitrarily in Buoponding an old and 
highly respected oiiicer for what appears to 
the ordinary oivilian to be a mere teobnioal 
offence— a trifling breach of offioial disoip- 
liue. But it should bo remembered that 
oivili^nti are uot oompotenL judgca aa to 
what oonstitutcs a broa:;h of military 
diaoipline, or as to the gravity of 
a military offenoe. The opinion of 
an impartial and experienced officer in suoli 
a m ttter ahoald ba of more weight than the 
conclu-ioua has'ily arrived at of a host of 
ini-iporiunc ;d civiliiina. Miliciiry diaoipline 
is nooosaarily atriot, and military rules and 
rsgulacions often appear to the uninitiated 
nareaionabiy stringent and arbitrary. But 
expsrisooe has proved that striotneis and 
severity in military matters are absolutely 
necesaary. Volunteers are too apt to for- 
got thifl. Many of them do not see that 
prompt and perfect obedience to orders is 
the very first of tho military virtues. They 
cannot nndentand, too, why so much im- 
portance ia attributed to what they are ac- 
ouBtomed to regard as trifles. They forget 
that when they put on their uniform and are 
engaged in military duty it is not for thoni 
" to ask tho reason why." The mattora at 
which they take exception have boon settled 
loaK ago by competent authority, and as 
*'hey are not merely playing at soldiers they 
onght cheerfully to do the soldier's duty, 
not merely tho parts of it that they like, but 
the parts that are distasteful to them, and 
fir which they cannot see any use. Noth- 
ing in iiiihLary matters can compensate for 
laxity of discipline. 

We have seen some rubbish in the Eastern 
newspapers about "citizen soldiers" ncA 
being expected to conform aa cloaely to 
military rulea aa lokliors of the regular 
army. Why aliould tliey not? If they 
want thocDrpti I') xvlu.;li tlioy belong to bo 
efl'ectivo and to present a creditable appear- 
ance they will while on duty shirk no part of 
a regular soldier'a v/ork or disregard any of 
tho ruloa of tho regular aorvico allowed to be 
by the proper aui lioritioa apiillosblo to volun- 
teers, ft ia the; disregard of ai)[)nront trilloa 
that gives so many of our volunteer rogiinonia 
BO poor a character. What Ihoy rt'aut ia 
stricter discipline and a oloaer attention to 
the minotiio of military duty. 

It is said that if a Canadian wore placed 
»t the head of the military force of thn Do- 
minion ho would give more general aatiafao- 
lion than an Engliah ollioor. Wo are notao 
sure of thtit. A soldier is a soldier whether 
he is an Bnglishman, a Sootohman, an Irish- 
man or a Canadian, and he will insist upon 
thoae under his command acting in a 
soldiurly manner. We will not bo in tho 
least surpriaed when we have a Camniian 
GoQcral in command to iinii that ho will be 
more unpopular than any Knglish General 
that ever filled the ofBoe. If he does hia 
duty faithfully and impartially, aa ho will 
be sure to do, h« will nmko many enemies, 
and tlio sIricturcM on hi.i conduct will bo 
none tho leoa virulent liecauuo he waa born 
in Canada, 

Ic ia moro than likely that General Her- 
bert dealt too reverely with Adjutant-Gen- 
eral Powell, but the mlatake he made does 



not warrant tho intemperate oriticiama that 
have been directed against bim, many of 
them by men who have not the slightttat 
idea how his act ia regarded by competent 
judges in military oiroles. 



THE PRBSBNT PHASB. 

The great strike has assumed a peculiar 
aspeot. Overtures wore made last week by 
Diibs and other loaders to tho managers of 
railways. Tlicy wanted tho railway com- 
panies to take back thoBtrikora without pre- 
judice. Ab this iuvolvud the discharge of 
the men who at the riak of their lives had 
entered the employment of the railways the 
managora could not entertain tho proposi- 
tion for a mouient. To do this would bo to 
puniah tho men who liad come to their 
roacue and to rowaid thoao who had caused 
thorn and the public great inconvenience, 
loss and anxiety. The proposition waa re- 
turned to the leaders of the strike unan- 
swered. Thoae leodors were of course in- 
dignant, and declared tliat tho atriko waa 
still on and would bo continued to tho bitter 
end. liUt fiomoliow their utterances had loat 
their force. Tho public mind bad ^become 
in a great measure quieted. Violence, ow- 
ing to the roeaaurea taken by Preaident 
Cleveland, had alnioot entirely ceased, and 
trains commenced running with their 
wonted regularity. 

The ]\nighta of Labor, too, were by no 
moans prompt in obeying the mandate of 
IVIoater Workman Sovereign. In aonio 
plaoes, indeed, they flitly refused to pay the 
slightest attention to hia call. Some influ- 
ontial labor organi/ itioua refused to joiu in 
the strike, and others were accusedof playing 
into the haoda of the railway oompanioa. 
The indtcationa that the backbone of tho 
strike was broken were many and ooospicu- 
oua, but atill Beba, Sovereign aud aome othen 
not only refused to acknowledge defeat, but 
still continued to threaten. I5uc compara- 
tively little attention ia paid to their utter- 
ances. The belief appears to be general that 
the strike has collapsed and thatMr. Debs 
will very eoon sink into the obscurity from 
which he so suddenly and so atartliogly 
emerged. The way in which tho strike is 
now regarded by intelligent people in tho 
United Slates ia well and clearly expressed 
in the Seattle Post- Intelligencer of Sunday 
last. It saya : 

It may now bo atatod with certainly I hat 
tho great Pullman striko is a thing of tli 
pjiat. The men who went out on tiio alrike 
aro returning to their old poailiona whor 
ever it ia posaiblo for thorn to do so, and 
the refusal of the American Federation of 
L'ibor to take part in the atrupglo makes 
it certa'o thtt the American lliilwoy 
Union cannot expect help from any quarter. 
Trains aro running almost evorywiiere on 
regular time and business throughout the 
country is rapidly returning to its normal 
condition, Tho strike, therefore, ia over, 
and the strikers have loat. 

Dcba and Sovereign and their lieutenants 
are about tho only people who do not 
acknowledge thia to bo true. They atill 
talk of tying up roads and calling out men, 
but even they hove altogether lost sight of 
the original cause of the strike and are now 
avowedly holding out for no other purpose 
than to make terms by which the strikeis 
will be restored to their old poaitinna. 

The reason of tho failure of this strike is 
not far to seek. The groat maaa of tho 
people did not sympathiae with tho strikorf, 
Ti)oy did not believe that tho railway men 
had any reason to strike, and they entirely 
disapproved of the means taken by the 
strikers in Chiciigo and elsewhere to make 
tho atrikn effective. They ciino to see that 
tho atriko waa a struggle, not between capi- 
tal and labor, tiut between order and disor- 
der, between rcguli r'y conatitutod govern- 
ment and anarchy. The measures token by 
the President to preserve order and to main- 
tain the Bupremaoy of law were approved by 
mon of all parties in every Stato of tho 
Union. The only fault that Is found with 
him ia that bo was not prompt enough in re- 
sorting to strong tnoaaurtH. 



the will of the people would have been 
obeyed more than a year ago. A tariff re- 
form administration would have been 
formed Immediately after the result of the 

elections was known. It would have gone 
into power at once, and a tarill' reform mea- 
sure would havo been piseed at tho very 
next aoBBiou of Parlianioiit. Hut in the Re- 
public, when tho pt;oplu delight to call 
themselves aovercigu, they havo to wait two 
years before their manduto ia obeyed, and in 
tho meantime tho party which they have 
condemned aro allowed anotlior seaaion of 
Parliament to make what laws they please 
and to make such a disposition of the 
people's money as seems to them good. It 
ia seen from this that those who affirm that 
the people in tho Empire of Great Britain 
have really moro power lhan tho people in 
tho liipnbtii- of the United States, aay 
nothing more than what ia duinonatrubly 
true. 

Although there was for the year 

ending tho .'iOth of .funo bo consid- 
erable a dtfioit aa .570,000,000 tho 
Ainerii^iin public aro not in tlio least out of 
heart. Thoy see indicati'.'na of a liottor 
time coming. The revenue of tho current 
year will, they believe, In larger than that 
of the one just ended, and they hope that it 
will go on expanding. It ia thought that 
there neod not in tho future bo any fear of a 
dangoroua contraction of tho gold reserve. 
Tiie Now Vnrk Timea in au article on this 
condition of the Treasury says : 

I'.ut the chief _Bigriilii;anc;a of tho pros- 
pect lies in ihu cortainty tiiat tlio Trcainry 
will bo able to maintain and inoreaao its 
gold reoervu. That ia tho point at which 
danger or safety, not merely for (Jovorn- 
ment credit l)ut for tho liubineas of Iho 
whole coiiutiy, ia deti rmined. Tlio United 
States is a growing and priispiiroua country. 
It is thoroloro always al)!e to use a largo 
amount of foreign cajntal. Ii, Ims used so 
much in tho paat that tlio aclivity of a largo 
part of ita enterprises dtpi nda on tho coii- 
iidonce of foreign capitaliati. Tliat confi- 
dence rcata to a dtgrto which our own peo- 
ple do not fully uniieratuud on the gold re- 
serve of tho '1 roabuiy, because on this de- 
pends Iho stability of our currency. If tho 
foreign lender thinks the Treasury strong, 
and sure to remain atropg in ita gold 
reserve, he will lend or invest freely, for no- 
where else can be get so good returns. If 
he thinks the Treasury weak or likely to be 
weak he will keep his money at home, no 
matter how tempting the promised return. 
The key to the healthy and progressive re- 
vival of busieess in the United States is in 
tho gold reserve. When that rb»chea the 
acccpled minimum oi $100,0I)0,(M)U and re- 
mains unimpiired long enough to re estab- 
liah confidence we shall have good times. 
Until then we shall not have them.

In or- 
derto be able promptly to redeem ita papor|it 
ia considered that tho United States should 
always have in ita treasury gold to tho 
amount of at Uiast $ 1 00,1)1)1), Oijd. I'.nt at 
the beginning of the present tnoutli the gold I 
reserve was only §64,873,024 This is a 
little better than it was in June when it had 
sunk to SU'.'.OOD.ODO Thia state of thinga 
dooa not ore Uo tho alarm that it did a fow 
months ago, Conlidenco is in a considerable 
meuatiro roulorod and although tho linan- 
cicrs regard the situation aa serious tliero is 
no alarm. 

Tto doQoit last year waa very nearlyseven- 
ty millions ; tho rovonuo .■?:ii;),.')'.)H,UO(), and 
tho e.xi)ondituro J.'!77,.'j'J'.!,iiOO. Thia ia about 
what liiiil boon predicted. Tli" onnrmoua 
ponsioii list (if tho United Slates lias been a 
terrible drain ou ita rcvenuo. It must bfl 
remembered that the Cleveland adminis- 
tration ia not reaponsible for last yeai'a 
dolioit, Tho estimatoB for last year were 
drawn up and tho appropriations nrvilo by 
the lato Kcpublican udniiniatration. Tlio 
Domocrata havo been in power nominally 
for moro lhan a year, yet during tho whole 
of that time the finances of tho country 
have been •controlled by thoir opponents. 
The only opportunity they have had of 
giving thecountt y a budget has been during 
the preaont seaaion of Congress, and the ro- 
aulta of ita lineal (lolicy ivill not be scon for 
a year and moro to come, This sounds 
strange to those who are aooastomed to the 
prompt working of British institutions. It 
ia now nearly two years since tho American 
people placed in power un administration 
supported by an iiiimonno majirily of tho 
people's rciirenon tativos plutlgoii to taiill' re- 
form, yol tlio American people havo not yet 
had even an instalment of that reform.

the conolnaion that it would not ba policy for 
tl'ecily to attempt to combine tho crematory 
and electric light works, and this for tho fol- 
low ing rcaaona : Mr. CartiDOl's process ef dls 
pnaing of garbage and other rcftiBO la partly 
original with hiniaclf. and np to date hasueviT 
been put. into operation uillior exporiinenlally 
or olherwiae in any city or town. 
Tho conseouonco is lliat ila uaefulneaa 
bus still to DO demons' rate<l. ."Mr. Cartmol'a 
furnaces for burning garbage, refuse, etc., are 
to a cert- in oxrenc an adaptation of Ihe smoke- 
less furnace. There have been during the past 
twenty years a great number of patents issued 
for anioki less furnaces. o( which but very few 
havu b,.on even moderntoly sucoessful. In 
view of r he above, 1 Ihlnk it would bo bolter 
for thn city to locate tho crematory apart 
troin 1 he elccTic works and thus avoid pos- 
sible conuilic itiuns that might arise from com 
billing the I wo.

It 
hi>'. twelve turns, and us tho liritanuia ia 
credited with being at least a third faalor in 
stays than tho Vigilant, alio enteroii the 
contest with tho aasiiranco that uhe had 
favorably two minutea' advantage of tho 
contre-boardor. Tho Vigilant looked a trillo 
leas majestic than she did in last week's 
races, us she had 12 feet of her topmast cut 
(,ll' and her bowsprit shortened ; thia re- 
duced her sail area and gavo her loss than 
hor former time allowanco. How much she 
will allow the Britannia will not bo known 
until the coulre-boarder ia ro-meaaurod. 

When the bnata roachod the foot line Iho 
wind waa brisk from tho Boulhwest. Tho 
(iral lug i f tho courau ia to tho westward 
fiom a Hag boat off the club house ; here lo 
another boat oil Carrick I'ergua, about four 
nautical ndlea. Thetccond leg is about five 
and a half milea ; thence north northeast to 
a mark boat oir Blockhead, and the third 
leg about four and a half miles ; tlienco south 
southeast to a mark boat oil Briggs, the 
final leg of about three miles ; thence 
to tho starting point.
